NEW YORK, May 27.—Mrs. Mary 


Ellen Lease, the lecturer and .former 
Populist leader, was the victim of a 
daring robbery in her home in 
thii 


city last night. While one robber held 
a revolver with the muzzle .pressing 
against her temple and 
admonished 


her not to make an outcry, another 
went through her flat from end 
to 


end gathering up valuables of ' every 
description and finished by taking a 
diamond pin which she wore at 
her 


throat. A roll of "Bank notes amount- 
Ing to $110, which Mrs. Lease had just 
drawn from the bank, was also found 
by the robbers and carried away -with 
them, when they made a successful 
escape. The total value of the booty 
secured is placed at $500. 


SEIZED BY THROAT.

sitting room when she heard footsteps 
in the private hall outside and went 
to investigate. As she stepped across 
the threshhold a short, stockily built 
man seized her by the throat and forc- 
ing her against the wall, placed the 
muzzle of-a. revolver against her tem- 
ple.

Weaver and the Republican "organi- 
zation" leaders axe exerting all their 
efforts, the former to gain control of 
the councils and the latter to prevent 
a sufficient number of defections from 
the "organization" tanks to sustain 
the Mayor's veto of the gas lease-reso- 
lutions.

Mayor Weaver was today assured of

councilman, making 11 in that body 
who are said to be pledged to him. As 
divided up today the councils stand as 
follows on the gas proposition.

Votes needed 
to sustain the Mayor's veto, Select 17;

SENDS LETTER. 


This afternoon President Dolan sent 


a letter to President Ransley, of the 
Select Council, and President McCurdy 
of the Common Council, in which he 
said that the United Gas Improvement 
Comany 
would 
withdraw 
its bid. 
Mr. Dolan said: 


"The manner 
in which the whole 


subject nas been treated induces the 
United Gas Improvement Company to 
believe that the community is opposed 
to any extension of the gas lease on 
any terms. This being so, the compa- 
ny is unwilling to accept the ordinance 
which has been passed or to enter into 
any contract whatever with the city 
looking to any variation of the terms 
of the present lease.

HOURLY EXPECTED 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 27. 1:10 


p. m.—The tension In naval circles Is 
very great. News of the meeting of 
the Russian and Japanese fleets is ex- 
pected hourly. The dispatch from To- 
kio to the Associated Press saying it 
was rumored that the fleets have al- 
ready engaged in the Straits of Korea, 
aroused intense interest at the Admir- 
alty, but nothing 
confirmatory 
had 


been received there up to the time this 
dispatch was filed. , The majority of 
the officers were inclined to doubt the 
accuracy of the Tokio report, believing 
that Rojestvensky with his 
fighting 


ships is heading northward for 
the 


eastward part of Japan. 


Others on the contrary, consider It 


quite likely that Rojestvensky 
after 


passing out into the Pacific 
doubled 


back through the Luchu Islands and 
will take the straightest course 
for 


Vladivostock. 
Rojestvensky, 
they 


pointed out, Is a believer in strategy 
and mystification, and his cruise in the 
Pacific may have been not only to 
avoid the danger of mines and torpe- 
go boat attacks In the shallow waters 
in the Straits of Formosa, but to de- 
ceive the Japanese into the belief that 
his objective was either the Tsugaru 
or Laperouse Straits, while in reality 
ha> changed his course and headed for 
the Straits of Korea. As a matter 
of fact, Rojestvecsky seems to have 
mystified his own Admirality as much 
as the Japanese.

More Ignorant Hamilton Worship. 


The Stockton Record quotes Daniel Webster's celebrated ascrip- 


tion to prove that Alexander Hamilton impressed himself more upon 
the American Republic than did Thomas 
Jefferson. 
With 
that 


grandeur of eloquence in which he was unsurpassed the Godlike Daniel 
said of Hamilton: 


"He smote the rock of our national 
resources 
and abundant 


streams of revenue burst forth. he touched the dead corpse of the 
national credit and it sprang to its feet." 


This is fine in its way, but it contains more of rhetoric than of 


concrete fact. The only Federal office Hamilton ever held was the 
Secretaryship of the Treasury. 
He never sat 
in 
Congress, never 


framed a statute, and consequently did not perform the extraordinary 
feats ascribed to him by the immortal Webster. 
He proved himself 


a wise and capable head of the Treasury Department, but as a financier 
he was no wise superior to Albert Gallatin, who served through three 
administrations. 


However, it is futile and a waste of time to discuss -Alexander 


Hamilton with persons whose knowledge of that eminent statesman 
was derived from reading Webster's oration and Gertrude Atherton's 
flattering portrait in "The Conqueror." 
Jefferson did 
two things 


which completely dwarf any and all things Hamilton ever did. 
He 


wrote the Declaration of Independence, that priceless charter of hu- 
man liberty, and he directed the Louisiana Purchase ,the most momen- 
tous and far-reaching administrative act in the history of this Republic, 
Lincoln's emancipation proclamation not excepted. Let Hamilton's 
admirers be specific enough to say just what he did to merit his claim 
to superior distinction over the author of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. 


It is nonsense to say that Washington confided in Hamilton 


more than Jefferson. 
Hamilton was a follower and a satellite of Wash- 


ington ; Jefferson was not; he stood on a higher plane in his relations 
with the Father of hi? Country than did the West Indian adventurer. 
If Alexander Hamilton were alive today and were to express the polit- 
ical views he entertained when living "he would be hooted 
fiom 


every platform in the country. He has been transfigured and deified 
because he was slam in a duel by a man who subsequently had the 
taint of treason attached, with not too much justice, to him. A Hamil- 
ton cult has grown up that has ascribed everything of merit from 
writing Washington's Farewell Address to all the fiscal legislation up 
to the close of John Adam's term to their hero. If he had been a mem- 
ber of the Continental Congress the claim would have been set up that 
he wrote the Declaration of Independence. 


Putting the Wires Underground. 


Putting the wires under ground is a' progressive step which must 


give geneial satisfaction. It is/gratifying that an adjustment has been 
reached without agitation or friction which result in all the telegraph,' 
tcbpuonc and electric lighting wires being placed under ground with- 
in a <.ompa:viLiveIy few years 
It is rather early for the street railroads 


to adopt the conduit system, but ultimately the trolley wires must come 
down, a,nd the streets be rid of all the poles and other paraphernalia 
employed by the overhead system. The beauty and safety of the streets 
will be greatly enhanced by the elimination of the ,poies along the 
sidewalks and the network of overhanging wires, which disfigure the 
thoroughfares and are a constant menace to passefs "by. 


The new administration has done wisely in taking up the wire 


question and arriving at an understanding with the telephone and light- 
ing companies that is to be regarded as a satisfactory settlement. 
It is 


pleasing to note that this settlement is not the outcome of prolonged 
and acrimonious agitation, but is the 'fruit of a disposition to be fair 
and equitable on the side of the corporations as well as the city offi- 
cials 
Tha,t a conclusion should have been reached without political 


agitation is a matter for congratulation, for it is an evidence that 
Oakland is growing into her estate as a real city.

Ohio convention, and he proved that he could stir the porridge as well 
as sit on the lid.

cago strike indicates that somebody feels the need of cooling off. 


The political machine that rules Philadelphia has 'done many 


daring things, but .it will hardly attempt to carry out its threat to 
impeach Mayor Weaver for holding up the gigantic steal contemplat- 
ed in the lease of the municipal gas works for a period of 75 years. 
The Mayor has the press, the pulpit and the mass of business men 
and good citizens behind him. For the corrupt Council to impeach 
him for interposing his official resistance to the consummation of a 
colossal scheme of public plunder would be a satire on .popular gov- 
ernment more bitter than any ever penned by Dean Swift. 
The 


effrontery of the conspirators, however, surpasses all boun'ds and it 
is difficult to conceive of a desperate expedient they will not resort to. 


A Roosevelt Platform in Ohio. 


The declarations of the Ohio Republican platform have a na- 


tional importance for several reasons. Secretary Taft presided over 
the convention, and his speech on taking the chair outlined the plat- 
form and stated, in popular estimation, the position of the administra- 
tion. 


As was to have been expected, the resolutions echo the utterances 


of the President and Secretary Taft with respect to railroad rate legisla- 
tion. In declaring that legislation to clothe the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission with greater power to regulate rates is necessary 
Secretary Taft went further than the platform. That document de- 
clares as follows: 


"President Roosevelt's comprehensive enforcement of the Repub- 


lican laws against monopolies, combines and trusts in restraint of 
trade, laws whose validity the Supreme Court of the United States has 
sustained, has our hearty encouragement and support. We also in- 
dorse every effort for the active enforcement of existing laws to stop 
all unjust discriminations and special favors in the form of railway 
rebates or by any other device, and we favor such further legislation 
on this subject with adequate penalties as may, after full investigation, 
seem to the Republican Congress and administration wise and con- 
servative, yet adequate to prevent unfair advantage to any and to pro- 
mote and insure the rights of all individuals in this and other locali- 


Secretary Taft supplemented this with the declaration that "the 


Republican party would set its face like flint against 
government 


ownership of railwa>s.'' He left the inference that the issue was be- 
tween government regulation and government ownership, an issue 
that was clearh foreshadowed by the utterances of'Bryan and other 
Democratic leaders at the Jefferson day banquet in Chicago. It is 


"significant in this connection that the Secretary of War took occasion 
to laud what the Republican party has done for the cause of in- 
dividualism, Jefferson's pet hobby, which the apostles of the Bryanite 
dispensation cast to the \\inds in their Chicago speeches. 


In one other respect the Ohio platform is significant. 
One plank 


says: 
" s 


"The amendments to the Constitution are as sacred as the orig- 


inal instrument. This sacredness of the ballot must be maintained, 
and unjust discrimination based directly or indirectly on rate, color or 
previous condition must not be tolerated." 


This clearly means that there will be no winking of abroga- 


tion of the Fourteenth and Fifteenth amendments in the Southern 
States, that the negroes must not be dep'rived of any of the 
right= 


guaranteed them by the Constitution. As there is no issue respecting 
the Constitutional amendments in Ohio, the conclusion is irresistible 
that this plank is intended to sound the note of the administration':, 
policy. 


But throughout the platform deals with national rather than loca 


issues. This feature of it is all the more deserving of attention, seeing 
that only State officers are to be elected, and that the Ohio delegation j 
to the Congress \\hich will meet next fall was elected last November. 


Reading between the lines one can plainly discern that Secretary 


Taft so directed the Ohio convention tljat the platform indicated and 
endorsed the President's policy, being least explicit on those points 
upon which Mr. Roosevelt desires to refrain from specific declaration 
for the moment. 
'

WAS 
THE REAL 
AMERICAN 


AMONG THE ADVISERS OF WASHINGTON 


The Calaveras Prospect does not agree with THE OAKLAND 


TRIBUNE or with this paper as to the relative importance of Jef- 
'erson and Hamilton in the history of this country, and makes some 
assertions that are rather remarkable, coming from so usually correct 
a thinker as the editor of the Prospect: 


"Hamilton saw farther than did Jefferson. He saw that a form 


of government that might be adapted to a small community of wholly 
lomogenous elements, was not suited to a great nation composed of 
varied, and in many instances, conflicting interests. It was to his far- 
seeing mind that we owe those safeguards in our constitution, that 
lave made us a nation; that gave us the power to perpetuate this 
nation, when it was threatened by the very danger that Jefferson had 
planted. It may be true that Hamilton admired the British form of 
government. It cannot be denied that there is much in it to admire. 
Under its wholesome administration its people enjoyed a security of 
rreedom, and property rights, the greatest the world had ever known 
up to that time. It surely was a much safer model to copy than the 
Jacobin system of France, which was Jeffersons' model. It has been 
rather the worship of a happy form of words that has given to Jef- 
'erson his great popularity." 
-, 
' 


Jefferson was so great a statesman that, despite the knowledge 


of Hamilton's opposition to him, Washington made him a member 
of his cabinet. Jefferson was so great a stateman—so far from being 
a mere man of words—that, if it had not been for his active force, 
given at the earnest solicitation and desperate appeal of Hamilton, 
Lhe financial scheme, upon which the fame of Hamilton rests, could 
never have carried. Hamilton's admiration for the British constitu- 
tion was shared in then, as now, by many good lawyers. It was not 
:hat admiration, however, but his unconcealed belief in the subject of 
a monarchial form of government that made him suspected by the 
patriots. He favored permanent and hereditary "distinctions, while 
Jefferson, a true man, with no vestige of snobbery in him, would, to 
use the words of Irving, have annihilated all distinctions. 
Jefferson's 


idea of a republic was a free government of citizens possessing 'equal 
rights before the law. ^Hamilton's was that of a monarchy'with caste 
distinctions. 


Hamilton, contrary, to the notion entertained by the Prospect 


had little to do with the Constitution, and it is fortunate that he had 
not. A man who, in the face of the misgovernment of France and its 
starving multitudes, could express with regard to Louis XVI such a 
view as that he was "an unfortunate prince whose reign was a con- 
tinued demonstration of the benevolence and goodness of his heart," 
was certainly not one on whom it would have been safe for a demo- 
cracy to rely. His tendencies were made evident by the pomp and 
state with which he and the others around Washington invested the 
Presidential receptions and levees. His opposition to the adoption 
of the Constitution was due, we are told even by those who were his 
associates and followers, to a belief that it was not a sufficiently "high- 
toned" document and might prove feeble and inefficient. 


As to Jefferson's attitude towaids artistocratic forms, the Pros- 


pect attributes it to the fact that he was just home from France, and 
bays: "At the time when our system of government was under dis- 
cussion, Jefferson was fresh from his contact with the rapid French 
Republicans, who would destroy all exfsting government and build 
anew on the system of the commune." 
But Jefferson, in the Declara- 


tion of Independence, has demonstrated that his views were not new 
with him, and we know that his ideas were shared by the Virginians, 
generally. They were opposed to the forms of monarchy that Adams 
and Hamilton would have placed around the Presidency. 


It should not be overlooked that, Adams was, himself, but short- 


ly before returned from Europe where he had, as Washington him- 
self thought, been blinded and influenced by the glare of courts. It 
vi as Jefferson who, in the first cabinet, stood for simplicity and pre- 
vented the democracy from becoming the laughing stock of the world 
through the establishment of what Hamilton, Adams and their friends 
hoped to turn into a "Republican 
court."—Neveda City Miner-

> SAN :FRANCISCO, May ,27:—A'verdict 
has been rendered by a Jury In Judge 
Graham's court of;interest to every one 
that rides on street cars, and especially 
to .the thousands of employes of the Ris- 
don and Union Iron Works,,who in their, 
anxiety to get to their homes after their! 
day's work; is done hang to every avail-j 
able projection of. the cars upon- which 
they - take 
passage. ' The 
verdict was 


rendered in ' the , case of .Joseph C. Foster 
against 'the " United ' Railroads , and .in- 
volved the. liability of . the company . to 
protect passengers. that allow any' por- 
tion of their bodies to protrude beyond 
the line of the front-of the car. After-a 
hearing: of several days the, jury found 
in favor-of--the company and-declared 
that.-so long as the steps of a car clear 
a near-by obstruction or a passing, ve- 
hicle the company is absolved, from' dam- 
ages for.,any injury that may accrue-to 
a passenger that--perm'lts any portion of. 
his body.to protrude beyond this point. 


On April-18, 1903, Foster was. a pas- 
tenser on one of, defendant's cars, going 
fiom, the Union Iron Works to his home. 
He sat on the steps of the car, his knees 
protruding beyond the line thereof, and 
at Seventeenth street the car rushed past 
a buggy standing near the track. Fos- 
ter's knees .struck it "and he was thrown 
to the ground, his right leg being broken 
above the ankle. 
He sued, for -515,719 


damages, joinjng Leo Anthenien, owner 
of the buggy ' that caused the accident, 
as a defendant. He. was represented by 
Attorney. Redman, Anthenien by ex-Judge 
George H. Bahrs and the United Rail- 
roads by A. A. Moore. 
It was proved • by' witnesses that the 


steps of the car cleared the buggy .by 
about seven inches, and that if the.plain- 
tiff had kept his body within the line 
of the steps he would not have'been in- 
jured. It was also proved that the com- 
pany had 
endeavored 
by all peaceful 


means in its possession to keep the men 
from sitting on the steps, but that in 
their hurry to get home they- refused, to 
wait for sufficient cars to ; come up to 
carry them all safely, on one occasion a 
conductor being -assaulted because he 
tried to. compel-, the, men to. get off the 
steps o f t h e car. •

After hearing this evidence the jury 


found in .favor, .of .the. company, so after 
this every man. that sits on the steps 
of a street car or'allows any "portion of 
his .body .to . protrude beyond, the line 
thereof does s'o at his own peril, for the 
company is not bound in law to protect- 
him.

Mistake in Registering 
the Words "and Wife'

LaKeport Will Contest 
Recalls a Romance of 


the Early Days 


SAN FBANCISCO, May 27.-The case of Allan "St. John 


Bowie shows how a fool and his reputation may be soon parted-. 
Bowie is not married to Mrs. Jessie Heyman. 
He is perfectly 


certain on that point, and his denials to his friends have com- 
pletely convinced them that his journey with her was merely one 
of the escapades which our Western code of society morals per- 
mits to almost any gay bachelor. 


Bowie makes no bones about telling his friends that he did 


register at the hotel in St. Louis as "A. Bowie and wife of-Balti- 
more.'' He also adnms that he was a great fool not to have 
registered, as almost any of his bachelor friends would have 
done under the circumstances, as A. Brown of Baltimore. Then 
nobody -would have charged him with being married. 
His 


friendship for Mrs. Heyman had been an-open secret for a long 
time. The two had traveled together to Japan. They had 
traveled together in the East, and were both of them in the wreck 
on the Wabash railroad that preceded the Democratic National 
Convention at St. Louis last year. Bowie and Mrs. Heyman 
both had claims against the railroad for baggage destroyed in 
that -\\reck, and he was adjusting both of those claims when the 
Pinkertons began to try to connect him with the Smith defalca- 
tions because Mrs. Heyman had gone to the rescue of her old 
friend, Leona Brooks, with whom Smith had gone away. 


Bowie told the Pinkertons at the time that he was not mar- 


ried and that he never had had anything to do with Smith. He 
had not met the defaulting Tax Collector more than two or three 
times, and that in the most casual way. But the fact that he had 
registered as A. Bowie and wife and that Mrs. Heyman had 
shown her friendship for Leona Brooks -gave rise\to all the sus- 
picion that Bowie must have been in some way connected with 
the Smith defalcation. 


Of course all sorts of stories grew out of this suspicion. It 


was told that he had been a guest at the banquet given by Smith 
at the Poodle Dog just before the Tax Collector's departure. As 
a matter of fact Bowie was at that tune a passenger on a tfain 
going East, and his companion as f-ar as Los Angeles was his 
friend John D. Spreckels. Since he. returned taSan Francisco - 
it has been published that he was consorting with Mrs. Heyman 
and Leona Brooks in the French restaurant. His most intimate 
friends know that he has not been out of his home after 7 
o'clock at night at any time since he came back. He has told 
those friends that he never dined with Smith at any time, and 
never was connected with Smith in any way. 


As for'his connection with the Pinkertons he went at once 


to the detectives of that agency at St. Louis the instant that he 
ascertained that they were making inquiries about him. He 
told them very freely everything he knew about Leona Brooks 
and Mrs. Heyman and the little that he knew about Smith. But 
out of that has grown1 the statement that the Pinkertons search- 
ed his baggage and that they suspected him of getting away with 
some of the money that Smith had stolen. But it is very easy tu 
see that all that Bowie can be charged with is foolishness. He 
foolishly registered at a hotel under his own name and after that 
name he put the words "and wife." And out of the stir caused 
by that registration society that had known all about his esca- 
pades with Mrs. Heyman, but had turned a blind eye and a deaf 
ear upon them, is now inclined to turn up its nose at Mr. Bowie 
or turn its back upon him. And so I may say again that a fool 
and his reputation are soon parted. 


The fight for the money left by Mrs. Milos Gopcevic in Lake 


County is stirring a great deal of interest in San Francisco 
society, and "The Bulletin" has-been the only one of our local 
papers to appreciate the news value of the legal struggle. Barely 
in California has there been a more peculiar or romantic mar- 
riage than that between the aristocratic Miss Floyd and the 
hard-working Gopeevic, a gripman on the Sacramento street 
railroad line. The story of this merging of aristocracy and la- 
bor carries the mind back to^the pioneer days of Calif ornia, and 
to one of the greatest tragedies of sea warfare. 


In 1849 Henry A. Lyons came to California from New Or- 


leans. He was a lawyer of some ability and became the second 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of California, succeeding 
the famous Judge Hastings in that position. He accumulated - 


rather a fine property by Ms practice and shrewd investments. 
With his wife he was known as a leader in such society as Cali- 
fornia could boast sin the pioneer days. 


His wife died and left on his hands a beautiful daughter, 


Cora A. Lyons. Those who remember the opening of the Grand 
Hotel, which was an event in San Francisco life in the sixties, 
will recall that Henry A. Lyons and Ms daughter were among 
the guests at that the then most famous hostelry in all Califor- 
nia. No woman in society was as imperious as Cora Lyons. 
She carried her head higher and was more sought after than any 
other San Francisco belle. With all her Mgh deportment and 
her independence she was exceedingly popular, but none of her 
many suitors had been able to win her hand. 


Then along came Captain Eichard W. Floyd—"Dick" 


Floyd as they called him!familiarly. In those days he was fresh 
from that tremendous romance of the «ea, the cruise of the Con- 
federate pirate Alabama that well nigh destroyed the whaling 
and commercial interests of the North in the Pacific. Floyd 
was a graduate of Annapolis who had gone over to the Southern 
Confederacy, and he was' one of the last of the Southerners to 
cease the war. In fact, he kept up the conflict for many months 
after peace had been declared, and destroyed a number of ships 
long after hostilities had been discontinued, just because it had 
been impossible to notify him, cruising in the far seas, that Lee 
and Johnson had surrendered and that the Confederacy was no 
more. 


Of course a man fresh from the wondrously destructive 


cruise of the Alabama; was a hero in the Southern set in San 
Francisco, and Floyd looked the part. He was six feet tall, with 
broad shoulders and Ms dark hair curled down upon his coat 
collar. A position was secured for him as Captain of th& steam- 
er plying between San Francisco and Honolulu, and as he stood 
on the bridge in Ms cap and lace, with the wind playing with his 
curls, he was the typical gallant fighter of the sea and a figure to 
catch the eye of any woman. He caught the eye of Cora A. 
Lyons, the proud Southern "belle, who had resisted,the overtures 
of half the beaux of San-Francisco. 


Aind'so they were marriell, and with her money, which came 


to her from hef father, 'Floyd picked out the place in Califor- 
nia that he considered the most beautiful in all the West for the 
residence of a gentleman. It was on Clear Lake, and up to the 
time of the death of Mrs. Gopcevic it was famous as the home of 
Southern hospitality. 
\ 


, 
Old James Lick took a great fancy to Captain Floyd and 


made him a trustee of some of the benefactions under the Lick 
will, among them being the Lick Observatory on Mount Hamil- 
ton. 


Floyd and his wife died in the course of time and left their 


money to their daughter, who moved in the old Southern set with 
almost as high a head as her mother had carried before her. Her 
closest girl chum was Miss Elsie Pritchard, grand-daughter of 
that Albert Sydney Johnson, who was the particular idol of the 
Confederacy. And yet this high-headed Southern girl, who had 
many admirers, looked^out of her boudoir window and fell in 
love with Milos Gopcevic, the gripman on a Sacramento street 
railroad ear. 
/- 


There has been some talk that Milos Gopcevic was the son of 


a prince, or a king, or a czar, or something else Mgh and mighty 
in his own land, wMch was over against Armenia. But Peter 
M. Gopcevic, Ms brother, a conductor on the California street 
line, who has been rather active in politics, has always said that 
their father came to this country as a simple laborer. And 
Peter is far more intelligent and far more aristocratic looking 
than Milos ever dared to be. In fact, up to a year or two ago 
the name was spelled Gopchevitch, and it is quite probable that 
it was the romantic ideas of Miss Floyd that secured the change 
to the more fasMonable spelling. 


And now they are telling in court that Miss Floyd was of a 


singularly romantic turn of mind, and imagined herself at least 
one of the fashionable, male heroes of fiction, and that conse- 
quently she was not of sound and deposing mind when she mar- 
ried Gopcevic or when, after about a^year of married life, she 
died and left the gripman all her money. But for all of that, her 
will is being attacked by the relatives of Dick Floyd; and. as he 
had no money of his own when he,nlarried Cora Lyons, the rela- 


tives would seem to have no more claim to that estate than the 
good-looking gripman who caught the romantic girl's fancy, 


politicians have been wondering a good deal how mucli 


the testimony in the Interstate Commerce investigation is going 
to hurt the chances of Lieutenant-Governor Alden Anderson for 
the nomination for Governor before the Republican Convention 
of next year. The testimony seems to indicate that Anderson's 
company of fruit shippers, in common with all the other com- 
panies who sMp fruit, had received certain rebates from the 
railroad, and that those j-ebates had been one of the chief sources 
of the Lieutenant-Governor's fortune. Since Anderson came 
back from the East he has declared an open willingness to ex- 
plain away all the charges against him, and very likely fie would 
be able to do so. But unquestionably the publication, of those 
charges has hurt him politically among the fruit growers, and to 
be hurt by the fruit growers at this stage of the campaigning 
may mean a fatal wound. 


Anderson has been very much favored by the men who are 


powerful in the Republican organization, and as he has a great 
deal of affability he would make a very fine campaigner. He is 
a man who 'makes friends readily and holds them a 'good while. 
So there is a deal of interest in seeing how much the charges 
made against him will effect his political prospects.

People are beginning to wonder more and more how many 


of the large cafes San Francisco will be able to support. When 
Tait's came into full swing it reduced the business of Zinkand's 
so that there was no more money in the place ; and in the first 
month of competition Techau's Tavern only made about $2,500, 
in the place of the $5,000 or $6,000 that it had been making be- 
fore. But on top of all tMs a large advertisement announces 
that under the new Monadnock Building on Market street, next 
door to the Palace Hotel, is to be a cafe capable of seating five 
hundred people and.managed by Charles Newman, who 'now 
operates the Russ House. Then there is the new cafe on Eddy 
street near the Poodle Dog, to be run by the manager who has 
made the "Oyster Loaf" famous in th'e city's night life. 
If 


there was not room for Tait's and*Zinkand's, the Louvre and the 
Techau Tavern, there is no wonder that people are speculating 
as to the future of these ^places of resort when^all of them are in 
operation. . San Francisco is a bustling and a growing city, and 
it is a great place for restaurant life. But there must be some 
limit, and it looks very much as though it has been very nearly 
reached. 


There is a movement on foot to take over Zinkand's and try 


to revive its popularity. The man who owned it during its fame 
has- little savoir faire, but made a fortune out of it very largely 
because the fire at the Baldwin Hotel destroyed his most dan- 
gerous rival. Then he grew high-headed and dictatorial, and as 
soon as The Techau Tavern began to get popular, and Stark, 
Ms orchestra leader, went over to the Louvre, he began to lose 
Ms trade very rapidly $ and when Tait ppened he was given a 
fatal blow. But as Zinkand's and Techau's have both made 
over $(p,000 a year in profits in the past, it is no wonder that 
many are eager to invest money and take the chance of reviving 
the fortunes of a place like Zinkand's, even in the face of the 
rivalry of the other establishments soon to be opened. 


As for Charlie Newman, it will be interesting to note wheth- 


er he can make a success of the big cafe that he announces that 
he will open whenever the Monadnock Building is completed. 
Newman began in a little saloon on Montgomery street that was 
no bigger" than a good-sized crack in a walL His wife used to 
/make enchiladas for him and attend to the greater portion of 
the free lunch counter. They made those enchiladas famous, 
and-they made money. And th*en he got into the Richelieu 
saloon, at 'the^ point of the gore formed by Kearny, Geary and 
Market strfeets, and there he established an enormous trade. 
Legal complications arose, and he went to the Russ House, and 
there he has made another notable success. 
So you will find 


many people who will predict that Charlie Newman will make a ' 
success of the big cafe' that is to seat five hundred people, even 
with all the fierce competition of the fasMonable places already 
so well established.

WEST BERKELEY. 


Improvement Club Urges Citizens 


to Quit Using Unsightly Objects 


—Talk About Water. 


BERKELEY. Jlay 27.—At the meeting 


W the West Berkeley Improvement Club 
last evening at Wolf's Hall Cornelius 
Maloney. secretary ot the Contra Costa 
"Wator Company, was present and spoke 
in reference tto the extension of 
the 


water mains in the West End. 


EXTENSION OF MAINS. 


In part he said: 
"West Berkeley has 


been somewhat backward In Its growth 
during the past decade, and this has 
been due in a large measure to the con- 
ditions of the streets, dusty In the sum- 
mer, muddy in the winter. A good water 
system is an essential condition to a 
rapidly growing town, and now that you 
are improving your streets water and gas 
mains are necessary- I was glad to re- 
ceive your petition for the extension of 
mains. 
Hitherto the water company has 


not taken any interest in this part of 
Berkeley, owing to the sparsely settled 
state of the town. Many people have 
wells and windmills and are reluctant to 
give them up, thus hindering the im- 
provements. 
It 
is 
necessary to have 


more unity among the citizens of West 
Berkeley. 
All that the company can 


promise to do now is to construct a 
four-Inch main and hydrants along Ninth 
street and smaller mains on Channing 
and Addison. The Contra Costa Water 
Company 
contemplates 
extending 
the 


mains as soon as the conditions warrant 
it. s The company is a business proposi- 
tion and the truth of the matter is that 
the mains in West Berkeley have brought 
no profit to the stockholders and there 
is no hope of their doing so for some 
years. As the population increases the 
efficiency of the water'system will be 
increased. 
There Is no use telling the 


company that they must do so and so, 
for threats of this kind do no good. Go 
about it in a steady, businesslike fash- 
ion, and the results will come up to your 
expectations." 
J. T. Renas and P. Remond also spoke 


a few words in favor of improved water 
mains. 
President 
Olsen 
showed how 


wells and windmills were expensive and 
unsightly objects and gave hut poor ser- 
vice, and urged the members of the club 
to work in harmony for a better water 
system.

The Secietary 
of 
the 
State 


Board of Examiners has made an 
exhaustive inquiry into the causes 
of crime m this/State. He re- 
ports that less than nine per cent 
of the inmates of our prisons are 
illiterate, and that of the 1541 con- 
victs at San Quentin, only 70 - are 
degenerates. 
He finds also1 
that 


in less than five per cent of all the 
prisoners is the criminal instinct 
the result of heredity. In casting 
about for a system that would tend 
to lessen crime, he suggests that 
the establishment of manual and 
industrial training classes in con- 
nection with the public schools 
would do much to solve the prob- 


lem. 
That is a good suggestion, 


but we fear it does not go deep 
enough to assure dny lasting bene- 
fit. What is needed more 
than 


the instruction of our youth 
in 


useful trades and' occupations, is 
the awakening "of the 
educated 


classes to the realization that 
a 


crime committed by a banker or 
by a society loader is far more rep- 
rehensible and fraught 
with far 


more danger to the body politic 
than the th'efts of a burglar or the 
assaults of a footpad. For every 
dollar stolen by a 
pick-pocket, 


thousands are stolen by grafters, 
for every assault made~by footpads 
upon the highway, scores are made 
in the/riroad light of day by so- 
called captains of industry, 
who 


take not only all their victims pos- 
sess at the moment, 
but 
close 


against them the doors of future 
possibilities, and 
leave 
them' 


wrecked and desperate; for every 
painted Jezebel, who, plying her 
trade, seduces men with her siren's 
song, there are in society dozens 
of "respectable" 
women 
whose 


sole object seems to be to break 
hearts a,nd' wreck homes. 
Yet 


the grafters are so seldom 
con- 


victed of crime that when one is 
sent to jail, it is a nine days' won- 
der. The educated fellows in the 
realms of high finance deplore acts 
of violence, but they would

To the almost innumerable features of

streets, has b_een added a section in nat- 
ural history, which is located behind one 
of the great show windows on Washing- 
ton street. 


It is a collection of silk worms, com- 


prising hundreds 
ofi the 
ashen-white 


creatures, which 
a*e feasting upon a 


menu of mulberry leaves, preparatory to 
indulging in the work and pastime of 
their lives—spinning fibers from which 
iilk, the 
richest 
material 
in 
which 


woman can clothe herself, is made. 


These insects were secured for the 
firm in question through Uje kind offices 
of Mr. Conger, Mimstei to China, and 
are worthy of study on the part of old 
and joung 
They/are an essential fea- 
ture in the silk industry of the country, 
and their appearance here will no doubt 
impel many to inform themselves as to 
how such fragile and, in a certain sense, 
unattractive creatures could be Instru- 
mental In the production of that rustling 
fabric which is 
the 
delight of every 


woman's heart and eyes 


Aside from presenting a novelty to 
the1 public, Mr. Salinger has been m- 
'pirea with the hope of conducting a 
little campaign of education, and after 
the worms shall have done duty in his 
windows they will be presented to the 
Board of Education to be apportioned 
by them among the schools of thrs city, 
thus enabling the little people to acquire 
some information as regards silk cul- 
ture, which is increasing year by year 
as nn industry in this country. 
The insects at the present time are 
feasting on their favorite mulberry diet 
Just when they shall have satisfies their 
appetite cannot be foretold.

This work • requires about three days, 
and the traveling done by that Insect 
head may be imagined>when experts in 
the business declare that in 
such a 
cocoon there may be found 4,000'-yards 
of that fiber or thread. 
This fiber is 
later loosened and unwound by the silk- 
maker, but not more than 500 yards of 
the therad are secured 
It is not improbable that this cocoon 
spinning will commence before long, and 
people who desire to witness an unusual 
and most interesting spectacle will do 
well to keep then eyes upon that big 
plate-glass window of Salinger's 
This appearance of the silk worm is 
very timely because of the revivifying I 
effect of University efforts at Berkeley 
to disseminate information and tend to 
the re-establishment 01 silk culture in 
California.
